Small at Headquarters.

Rights of Citizens Demanded. 

„ Aside from the wage scale disputes there 
is, in my opinion, justification for a revolu- 
tionary’ movement on the part of the teleg- 
raphers of the country in order that their 
rights as citizens of the United States may 
be granted to them. 

The general public knows but little of the 
conditions of employment in telegraph of- 
fices. It knows even less about the methods 
adopted by the companies to squeeze dollars 
out of the public and their employés to the 
sacrifice of good and prompt service by per- 
petually working shorthanded and sacrificing 
the health and happiness of those who were 
compelled by stress of circumstances to re- 
main at the beck and call of the subordinate 
officials of the several operating rooms from 
ten to twenty hours each day in order to earn 
a living, on a salary averaging less than 300 a 
month. - es 

Note the inconsistency and the answer 
the companies working perpetually short- 
handed and telegraphers, because of stress 
of circumstances, remaining at the beck and 
call of the officials. 645 


- Economy by the Companies, 

The answer: For twenty years it has been 
the policy of the Western Union, and later 
the Postal, to economize at the expense of 
prompt service. They reduced the cost of 
handling telegrams from year to year until 
they now have it down to less than 2 cents a 
message. In ordet to bfing this about it was 
necessary to cut expenses somewhere. 

** Landlords refused to reduce rents, the 
cost of material increased, it was not safe to 
reduce the amount which it is alleged is an- 
nually set aside for lobbyists, high officials 
were not willing to cut their own salaries, 
and therefore, as usual, burden fell to 
the lot of the ‘ unsuspecting, public and the 
telegraphers and other empboyes of the com- 
panies. 

In order that the cost of handling tele- 
grams could be reduced it was necessary to 
sacrifice prompt service in this way: On wires 
wheré there is not sufficient business to keep 
the operator working ail the time the tele- 
grams at times are permitted to hang on the 
files for half an hour or more, sometimes as 
long as two hours, while the operator belong- 
ing on that particular wire is clearing up 
another wire, where perhaps the business 
had been allowed to wait the convenience of 
the chief in charge to assign an operator to 
duty there. 

Among the telegrams delayed from ten 
minutes to two hours may have been some 
announcing a death, a calamity of some 
kind, or perhaps a sudden change in the val- 
vation of stocks, in which case a half hour’s

Says Union Will Have a Defense Fund of $2,000,000.

Wildly Cheered by Telegraphers 
at Meeting in Brand’s Hall. 


ASSURES THEM OF VICTORY. 


Insists That Women Operators Shall 
Get Same Pay as Men. 


If Sylvester J. Small, president of mt 
tional telegraphers' union, ever said y- 
thing about a prophet’s being without honor 
in his own country he took it all back yea- 


terday. 

President Small was swamped with work 
at his office in the Monon building, but at 4 
o'clock he dropped everything, told his aids 
he'd be back in half an hour, and went to. 
Brand’s hall, where the telegraphers were 
holding their daily mass meeting. 

He said he felt it was due the strikers that 
he appear at their meeting. Perhaps he 
thought it was due President Small. Any- 
way, he*got a reception which would have 
mate the average political candidate turn 
green with envy. 

After wading through an enormous pile 
of announcements, letters, and telegrams 
from various parts of tne country, President 
M. J. Paulson of the local union turned to 
his audience with a smile 

„I now take pleasure, he said in a matter 
of fact tone, in introducing our national 
president, Mr. S. J. Small.“ 

The strikers had been waiting for it all 
day. Fully 2,000 of the telegraphers and 
their sympathizers were packed into the 
stuffy hall, filling every seat on the floor and 
in the balcony and lined up around the walls. 


All Yell When Small Appears. 

As Small appeared everybody began to 
yell. The men jumped on chairs and threw 
their hats in the air and the girls waved 
their handkerchiefs. They yelled a minute 
and a half. Then, as the president attempt- 
ed to speak, they started again, and kept It 
up for another minute. 

President Small beamed. After a moment 
he held up his hand for silence, and, finding 
this to be useless, he pulled out his handker- 
chief and calmly mopped his forehead. 

„J hope,“ he said, when he could make 
himself heard. ‘‘ that the day will never come 
when you will feel less happy and enthus!- 
astic than you do this afternoon. I have only 
a féw words to say to you. I left my work 
simply to come here and tell you that my 
heart is with vou.“ 

Mr. Small then reviewed briefly the history 
of the strike up to the present.

New York, Aug. 16.—[Speeial.}—Omiciats 
of the telegraph companies in New York 
said today that the general strike order ig. 
sued from Chicago at 1 o'clock this morn 
by President Small of the Commercial] Teleg. 
raphers’ union had no effect on the Situation 
either in this city or elsewhere. 

All the telegraphers who were in sympathy 
with the strike movement already had gone 
out, they said, without orders from Pregi. 
dent Small, and the latest mandate from 
head of the union, because of that fact, prac. 
tically was inoperative. 

The only operators in New York likely to 
be affected by the latest strike order are 
those telegraphers employed by houses in 
Wall street that have not yet signed the re. 
cent schedule with local No. 16. Though 
most of the brokers in the financial district 
are reported to have agreed to the increased 
wage scale, there are some of the houses. 
notably that of J. S. Bache & Co., 42 Broad - 
way, that have refused to agree to the de. 
mands of their telegraphers, but no reports 
ofgwalkouts from these houses were made 
today. 

No Telephone Strike. 

A report reached the union headquarters 
this afternoon to the effect that the officers 
of the American Telegraph and Teélaphon 
company had signed a new wage scale and 
immunity agreement with the telegraphery 
union which should be binding on all th 
company’s offices throughout the country, 
This report was promptly denied by C. H 
Wilson, general superintendent of the tele. 
phone company, whose offices are at 15 Dey

Operators Unable to Save Money 

„While the telegrapher’s duties were being 
increased as above described, his salary was 
being reduced to an even greater degree. 
The method of reduction.of salaries, or the 
operation of the sliding scale, is ably de- 
scribed in a recital of the personal experi- 
ences of Mr. O. D. Banks, a wholesale and 
retail milliner of Salt Lake City, which was 


published in a paper in that city a few days 


ago.“ 

In this statement Mr. Banks says he be- 
lieves Mr. Clowry is the meanest man on 
earth.“ He said statistics would show that 
in no instance had a telegraph operator ever 
saved enough out of his wages to give hima 
home, much less a nest egg, for his old age, 
unless he lived like a Chinaman. Mr. Banks 
advised the operators to forget all they knew 
about telegraphing, not to rely upon strike 


funds, but to disperse and take any kind of 


work they could get. 


Either get a coal miner's salary, a day 


laborer’s wage, he said, or acknowledge 
your unmanliness and go back to be further 
humiliated. This government will have to 


take up the telegraph if the present inhuman .

you.” 


Blames the Western Union. 


Resuming his statement, President Small 
Says z l 

„The 
present trouble can be traced to the door of 
the officials of the Western Union company in 
San Francisco. 

On July 19, after the San Francisco strike 
had been on for one month, an agreement 
was reached. Ethelbert Stewart, repre- 
senting Commissioner Neill of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, acted as media- 
tor. The agreement was signed by Mr. Stew- 
art for Commissioner Neill, Assistant Gen- 
eral Superintendent I. N. Miller for the West- 
ern Union, General Superintendent Storrer 
for the Postal Telegraph company, and 8. J. 
Small, president of the Commercial Tele- 
graphers of America. 

The agreement, with autograph signa- 
tures, is on file with the department of labor 
and commerce,-and provided that the West- 
ern Union should restore without prejudice ’ 
seventy men within five days, and fifty-five 
others within thirty days from the date 
of calling the strike off. It was further stipu- 
lated in the agreement that there were not 
more than two or three against whom seri- 
ous charges had been filed, and they were to 
be given an opportunity to clear themselves. 
Under the ee haar gate men were to 
return to work first. 


Heavy Expense for Fares. 


“Since the earthquake and fire in San 
Francisco the Western Union main office 
has been and is now located in the negro 
quarter of West Oakland, and the superin- 
tendent's office in San Francisco at a point 
beyond the fire line from the ferry. 

It costs 10 cents each way to go to and 
from Oakland and San Francisco and re- 
quires at least three hours to make the trip 
from West Oakland to the Western Union 
superintendent’s office in San Francisco and 
return. 

Out of the first fifteen married men who 
reported for duty after the strike was de- 
clared off seven were told they would have 
to report to Supt. May in San Francisco. 
Supt. May told them he did not know what 
the charges were and sent them to Manager 
O’Brien at the ferry office on the San Fran- 
cisco side of the bay, and O’Brien in tur- 
sent them back to the starting point, West 
Oakland, or Sunny Africa,’ as it is generally 
called. : 

“Our women strikers, who were rein- 
stated, were put on night tricks, thus com- 
pelling them to traverse ‘Sunny Africa’ 
homeward after darkness and through quar- 
ters where women. need police protection 
after nightfall. The harassing and discrim- 
inating tactics of the petty officials became 
so unbearable that several of the women 
resigned rather than endure It. 


Hardships for the Women. 

“One woman, a widow, with a family to 
support, came to me almost in tears and 
told me she had been transferred from a 
branch office in the outlying district of San 
Francisco to another in an Oakland suburb. 
necessitating the moving of her household 
goods a distance of ten miles and establish. 
ing a new home. 

Another woman traversed the route from 
West Oakland to Supt. May’s office, back to

EMPLOYS FOUR; ALL QUIT.

Postal and Western Union Feel No 
Effect of Union’s Call. 


One “entire” telegraph system has been 
tied up because of the general strike order. 
The Chicago-Milwaukee Telegraph company 
is the corporation tied up. Every one of its 
four aperators walked out. 

As far as could be learned from statements 
of representatives of either of the big tele- 
graph companies, this was the only effect of 
President Small’s general order. Chicago 
officials of the two companies were of the 
opinion that not one man left because of it. 

Not many Chicagoans knew that there was 
a telegraph company in Chicago competing 
with the Western Union and the Postal com- 
panies. For many years it has been quietly 
caring for the business of board of trade 
members who buy or sell in Milwaukee with- 
out interfering with. outside matters, and 
consequently was little heard of. 


Walk Out During Session. 

Shortly after noon, however, the two op- 

erators employed at each end of the line 
informed their employers that they were CO- 
ing to obey the strike order. A minute later 
they obeyed it, and the company’s wires were 
tied up. One of the company’s wires is 
leased by the Postal Telegraph campany, 
and this was abandoned with the others. 

“It's the only bit of humor of the whole 

strike.“ said Supt. W. I. Capen of the Postal. 
The strike germ got into their blood and 
the company is tied up. 

Other than this the general order was 
as so much waste paper. So far as Ican learn 
not one of our operators in any part of the 
| country has walked out because of it. Our 
business slowly is increasing and the worst 
is well over.“ 

General Manager T. P. Cook of the Western 
Union said that the whole western district 
of the United States, over which he is su- 


per agreement, the Western Union gave pref- 
er€nce to outsiders and employed many of 
such. They even went so farasto guarantee 
employment to the telegraphers in other 
cities before they had left their old posi- 
tions. as 

“A system of espionage was established 
over the strikers after they returned to work, 
and many of them were discharged on com- 
plaint of strike breakers in the West Oak- 
land office.. This practice is largely responsi- 
ble for the present general strike. 

“While in San Francisco I learned that 
the Southern Pacific railroad officials re- 
quire that their telegraphers do what I have 
urged the‘commercial telegraph companies 
be required by law to do for the benefit of 
the telegraph public—namely: make it com- 
pulsory that the time the telegram filed ap- 
pear on the blank at the receiving point as 
well as the time the message was received. 
This would show the time which elapsed 
between the filing and ‘delivery of all tele- 
grams. 


Why Grievarices Were Borne. 


. “It may appear to the public that we are 
attempting io gain public sympathy by call- 
ing attention to the shortcomings of tele- 
graph officials. The question may he asked: 
Why has not the attention of the public been 
called to these matters before? 

The answer can be given in a few words. 
Telegraph operators are trained from in- 
fancy’ not to divulge family secrets. The 
nature of the business imposes secrecy upon 
those engaged in it. Rarely has a telegraph 
operator divulged the contents of a message 
passing through his hands. The same is true 
as to the methods of doing business adopted 
by the great systems, the Western Union and 
the Postal. 

No men and women have served employ- 
ers more faithfully, nor have been more 
loyal, and yet in the face of all they have 
endured inhumam treatment, gradual and al- 
most perpetual reductions in salaries, and not 
until the two companies gave as an excuse 
for increasing telegraph tolls from 20 to 60 
per cent last April the granting of a 10 per 
cent increase in wages to their empboyés, and 
the payment of dividends to the widows and 
orphans who are said to be stockholders of 
the Western Union company, and-the imme- 


: 
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diate introduction of the sliding scale, which 
was rapidly taking away from the operators 
the 10 per cent increase in wages granted 
March 1 last, did the telegraphers of this 
country revolt and cry out: ‘We have been 
parties to your crimes long enough. Hence- 
forth we shall fight for our rights and at the 
same time endeavor to purify and improve 
the service.’ 

It is not a question of the use or abuse 
of power on the part of the officers of our 
organization, It is a question of whether or 
not the commercial telegraphers have a real 
grievance. ' 

If they have, then in the name of justice 
and the interest of the country let us get to- 
gether and adjust those grievances, but not 
in the manner in which the San Francisco 
strike was settled.”’ 


Says Companies Are Crippled. 

Chairman Moore of the executive board of 
the local union said at midnight: 

“The polity of the telegraph companies is 
to concentrate their fight in Chicago, and 
their condition becomes worse each day. At 
6 o'clock tonight the figures from the main 
office of the Postal company showed that 
twenty-eight operators were at work. Six- 
teen of these were women, and three were un- 
able to send anything but businss messages. 
One woman operator took three hours to 
send four messages. All the wires were 
stacked high with unsent messages. Division 
Superintendent Carroll and other officials 
were working wires. 

“The exact figures at the Western Union 
office were not available, but it is known the 
condition there is even worse than in the 
Postal. The officials known to be good oper- 
ators are so overworked on the keys that 
they are unable to sleep. Asa fair iNustra- 
tion of the condition the companies are in the 
board of trade office may be taken. It an- 
nounced that it would open this office Thurs- 
day. It did so with ten operators, not all 
real operators either. The normal force on 
the board ts 160 operators in tlt Postal and 
225 in the Western Union. ; | 
' Seventy-five checkboys—all that remained 
of the night force—walked out of the West- 
ern Union office at night, seriously crippling 
that department; one of the most intricate in 


preme in command in Western Union wires, 
had not lost a single operator because of the 
general order. He said that business was 
normal. A visit to the offices of both com- 
panies, however, showed that the “ indefinite 
delay clause still hung over all business 
like a wet blanket. 


New Idea in Picketing. 

A new system of picketing was put in use 
during the day at the board of trade, and 
it proved so effective that it was necessary 
to close the visitors’ gallery. 

Early in the morning several union opera- 

tors hurried to the visitors’ gallery and 
seated themselves above the eight nonunion 
operators who were endeavoring to handle 
the business of the board. The pickets said 
nothing, but they glued their eyes on the 
operators in a manner that was far from 
reassuring to men who were strangers in 
a strange department of their business. 
— After an hour had passed the operators 
became so nervous that they were reported 
to be unable to do their work properly. A 
complaint was made to their superiors and 
a short time later the visitors’ gallery was 
closed and a great superstructure was 
erected, presumably to admit of a general 
cleaning of the walis and ceiling of the gal- 
lery. Operators said. however, that it was 
to prevent the intrusion of union pickets.

Omaha, Neb., Aug. 16.—A Western Union 
striking operator who had been hired by the 
Burlington railroad to handle a key in its 
Offices here was discharged this afternoon 
on demand of the Western Union. The local 
Officials of the Order of Railway Telegra- 
phers thereupon entereda protest against the 
man's discharge, and demanded that the Bur- 
lington give him back the place from which 
he was ousted, The Burlington officials will 
announce their decision tomorrow.

‘BEARS FORCE PRICES DOWN. 


Taft’s First Campaign Speech Awaited

New York, Aug. 16.—[Special.]—The stock 
market experienced violent fluctuations. to- 
day, with early sharp advances, followed by 
breaks of two or three points in the afternoon. 

Traders were nervous and inclined to keep 
out of the market, and it appeared that promi- 
nent interests which supported stocks yes- 
terday morning, thereby checking the embryo 
panic, disposed of them on today’s early rise. 
After they had finished selling the bear oper- 
ators received no check in their efforts to 
depress values again. 

The stocks that featured particularly in the 
trading, rising in the morning and falling in 
the late downward movement, were Amal- 
gamated Copper, Reading, St. Paul, Union 
Pacific, the Hill igsues, Southern Pacific, New 
York Central, and the leading industrials. 


Liquidation Not Heavy. 

The liquidation was not heavy on the break. 
Some contended that banking interests were 
distributing stocks, and that the apparent 
attack was nothing of the kind, but the doling 
out of stocks bought during the first hour 
yesterday two to five points lower down. 
This view found many believers. It was ap- 
parent from conversations with the leading 
financial interests that they do not desire to 
do anything at this time to encourage over- 
speculation, even if there was any disposi- 
tion on the part of the public to buy stock» 
in quantity. 


Waiting to Hear Taft. 

Various factors tended to check public 
buying of securities. It was conceded that 
there is no absolute knowledge as to what 
the president will say in his speech next 
Tuesday. The first speech of Secretary Taft 
next Monday in his own campaign might also 
prove something of a disturbing element, 
though Wall street does not generally take 
this view. If he reaffirms all that the presi- 
dent has suggested, it was argued that it 
would add something to the disturbing ele- 
ments instead of removing them.

President in Provincetown Address 
Doubtless Will Restate Views That 
None but Bad Corporations Need Fear 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Special. ]—In 
the speech he will make next week at Prov- 
incetown, the ,president is expected to. re- 
state iis position in regard to corporations 
and railroads, and it will be similar to the 
views he expressed in his address at Indian- 
apolis. The president then stated that the 
great mass of our railroad securities rests 
upon safe and solid foundations, and that 
the aim of the government was quite as 
much to favor and protect honest corpora- 
tions and honest business men of wealth as 
to bring to justice those individuals and cor- 
porations representing dishonest methods. 

The president well understands that the 
government is in better position today than 
it ever has been to secure conviction of rail- 
roads and corporations which have violated 
the laws, because investigations made by the 
bureau of corporations, department of jus- 
tice, and interstate commerce commission 
have revealed a mass of facts upon which 
legal proceedings can be based. It is by his 
direction the department of justice is using 
these facts for equity proceedings or in- 
dictments, and it may be said now most em- 
phatically that what Atorney General Bona- 
parte has done in the way of applying for re- 
ceiverships, etc., for bad corporations 
has met with his explicit approval. 

It is also a fact that the president wants 
action taken in connection with the Harri- 
man combination, believing such an outrage- 
ous state of affairs as disclosed by the report 
of the interstate commerce commission 
should be rectified.

Flippant Rejoinders as Result of |

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A sudden drop in both common and pre- 
ferred stock of the Allis-Chalmers company,

caused, by rumors of financial troubles and 
even unfounded rumors of a receivership. 

The rumors were heard and the drop took 
place at so nearly the same time that nobody 
could tell exactly which was the cause and 
Which the effect. Representatives of the 
company maintained that there were no 
grounds for the rumors and it appears that 
the fall in steck values was the result of 
some person endeavoring to realize upon hig 
holdings. 

The corporation’s preferred stock fell from | 
22 to 15% and common dropped from 9 to 8. 
The movement which brought about this 
drop was felt to the greatest extent in New 
York. 

At the local headquarters of the company 
in the First National Bank building the ru- 
mors were denied as being without any 
foundation. This was but a feature of an 
extended bear movement of which other 
<orporations were the victims as well, the 
Officials said. , 


Statement by President Whiteside. 

Walter H. Whiteside, president of the com- 
pany, visited the Chicago office in the morn- 
ing and issued a statement in which the re- 
ceivership story was denied emphatically. 
Then he went to the Milwaukee offices of the 
concern. He said: 

There is no foundation to the rumor that 
a receivership was contemplated for this 
company. The company was never in a more 
prosperous condition. It has orders booked 
at the present time aggregating $15,400,000 
(which is a full year’s work for all manufac- 
turing departments), all of which orders have 
been taken at exceptionally good prices, and 
the company is producing substantia] earn- 
ings.. The company’s assets equal in amount 
to two and one-half times its liabilities.’’ 

Charles Allis, chairman of the executive 
committee of the company, asked to explain 
the slump in the stock, said: 

There is no good cause for the slump ex- 
cept that in neéd of immediate funds some 
one has let go of a large block of the stock. 
This might naturally, under the present con- 
dition of the stock market, cause a downward 
movement in the stock. The fact is, also, 
that the Allis-Chalmers company is at pres- 
ent handicapped from having so much of its 
capital invested in its plants and machinery 
that it has not.the working capital it should 
have for the handling of its business. It is 
not seriously cramped, however.“ 

In a short time a 10 per cent call on the bond 
syndicate, which took the company’s recent 
bond issue, will be paidin. This will go far 
toward relieving the company of any pressing 
necessity. No funded obligation is due for 
many months. 


Sale That Broke Market. 

The slump in the stock was caused directly 
by the sale of 4,000 shares of the preferred 
and 18,220 of the common. Thatisan amount 
without significance. The stock is an in- 
active one and the whole transaction had 
the appearance of someone having been 
forced out. 

Along with the stories of the company’s 
financial condition came the statement that 
a meeting of the company's executive board 
would be held in New York early next month 
for the purpose raising funds to carry on 
the work of the company during the coming 
year. . 

A year or two ago the company sold 512. 
000,000 of bonds, which were largely taken 
by an underwriting syndicate at 75. The 
price was a low one, but it enabled the com- 
pany to pay off its floating debt, and since 
then it has generally been considered d be 
in a comfortable condition financially. Its 
present floating debt is estimated to be be- 
tween $500,000 and $1,000,000, an amount 
which should be easily taken care of.

AT CLOSE OF SUIT 


Litigants in Electric Com- 
pany Case Have Encounter 
Over Notebook. 


0. F. BIDWELL GRABS IT. 


Now the Bit of Evidence Is Lost 
and Two Disorderly Cases 
Are Pending. 


A scene of disorder that narrowly missed 
becoming a general fight marked the acquit- 
tal last evening in the Municipal court of six 
defendants charged with conspiracy to in- 
jure the business of the Bidwell Electric com- 
pany, 133 Clinton street.

PARIS, Aug. 16.— There is a crisis ap- 
proaching in the United States, said Solo- 
mon R. Guggenheim of New York today. 
Mr. Guggenheim and his six brothers con- 
trol the smelter trust, and are one of the 

ealthiest families in America. 

“If President Roosevelt can be reélected, 
attempts wil) be made to assure him a perma- 
nent tenure of that office,”” he continued. 
“The consequences of so great a departure 
from American and republican tradition are 
too great and far reaching to be estimated.“ 

“ Broadly speaking,“ went on Mr. Gug- 
genheim, there are now three political par- 
ties in the United States. One, of course, 
will place William Jennings Bryan in the 
field for the presidency. 

The second is now in favor of Secretary 
Taft to head the republican party as the can- 
didate to succeed Mr. Roosevelt. 

But there is still a strong third term 
party for Roosevelt, in spite of his announced 
determination not to run again. 


Roosevelt for Life? 

“As I have said, if Mr. Roosevelt can be 
prevailed upon to run, and if he is elected, 
there is a strong indication that endeavor 
will be made to keep him in the presidency 
fdr life. 

This may seem to be a revolutionary sort 
of talk for a business man to indulge in, but 
look at the way things are going now in our 
democratic country. The changes in the 
ordinary customs of life at the White house 
within the last five years will serve well to 
illustrate what I mean. They show a great 
and pronounced tendency to form our morals 
on the style which prevails in European cap- 
itals and courts. 


Putting on Royal Airs. 

For instance, look at the last fourth of 
July reception at the house of our ambassador 
in London. For the first time im the history 
of our diplomatic intercourse with foreign 
nations the ambassador sent out invitations 
to this function, the invitations being limited 
strictly to American citizens, who were ad- 
mitted only by presentation of his cardi

Aspirations of the Rich. 

“The fact is that many members of our 
rich and intelligent classes, when they visit 
Europe, are not satisfied until they have been 
presented at some court. To have been pre- 
sented at the royal drawing room of the king 
of Britain and Ireland, emperor of India, and 
of the dominions beyond the seas, is to people 
of this class the height and climax of social 
success. This distinction gives thelx social 
position at home an indelible seal of pre- 
eminence. They scheme for this honor; they 
spend vast sums in entertaining to gain it.

TRIBESMEN MASS 
10 RUSH TROOPS. 


New Attack on Casablanca by 
Reinforced Body of Moors 
Expected Today. 


COMMANDER IS READY. 


Men Well Intrenched to Resist 
Rush; Conditions in Other 
Towns Show Improvement. 


CASABLANCA, Morocco, Aug. 16. — Al- 

though quiet has been restored and a little 
‘business is being transacted, French and 
‘Spanish authorities are preparing to de- 
fend the town from another attack, 
It le reported that the tribesmen who are 
encamped a few miles from the town have 
received large reinforcements, and are pre- 
paring for a desperate assault tomorrow. 

Fugitives who have come into Casablanca 
say that messengers have been sent out to 
summon all the tribesmen to assemble, and 
announcing that a great battle is to be 
fought against the French. This is to be the 
tribesmen’s last effort, as they have only 
five or six cartridges a man left. If they are 
badly beaten it is not likely that they will 
‘attack again. 

Five hundred Spanish troops arrived here 
yesterday, and are camped in the town. 
Fifteen hundred more are expected shortly, 
and two more French transports with troops 
are due to arrive here within a few days. 

Gen. Drude, the French commander, is 
holding a strong defensive position pending 
the arrival of reinforcements. 


French Troops Get No Rest. 

The French troops to the number of 8,000 
are camped about a mile to the east of Casa- 
blanca. Their outposts are in touch with 
the Moors and continua! skirmishing is tak- 
ing place. 

The French authorities are still engaged in 
clearing up the streets, burning the dead, 
and collecting property. The commandant 
is making domiciliary visits in search of loot, 
of which an immensequantity has been col- 
lected. It probably will be sold for the bene- 
fit of the sufferers from the bombardment 
and rioting. 

The number of persons killed in and about 
Casablanca has been greatly exaggerated. 
Probably about a thousand men were killed 
in the fighting and massacre. The. majority 
were Arabs ktiled.by the fire of the warships. 
Only 5,000 people remain in Casablanca, the 
rest have fled to Gibraltar, Tangier, or Spain. 


The town is now completely under the con- 


trol of the French and Spanish authorities. 


Situation Shows Improvement. 

TANGIER, Aug. 16.—The advices received 
here today from the coast towns of Morocco 
were more reassuring, and it is hoped that 
the improvement will be more pronounced 
when the tribes realize that the Franco- 
Spanish action will only affect places where 
disturbances occur.

Mother and Sister with Her, One Aid- 
ing, Other Seeking Peace. 


Three fashionably dressed women in a red 
automobile aroused excitement among noon-

Both women’ were under the care of a 
physician at the Beaudette home last night. 
Mr. Beaudette said their condition was 
serious. 


Shrieks There Is the Man!“ 
As the women, the third of whom was Mrs. 
Beaudette's sister, also of Rochester, turned 
in the automobile from Dearborn street into 


seat at the wheel and pointing dramatic«.iy 
shrieked: 

There is the man.“ 

Instantly she halted the car and in a flute 
ter of silk skirts and flying veils leaped to 
the ground. The man who was the object of 
her wrath had iron gray hair and mustache 
and wore a frock coat and striped trousers. 
To all appearances he was waiting for a 
ear. The sudden attack apparently aston- 
ished him. ‘ 

Mrs. Beaudette pounced on him, scream- 
ing and belaboring him in the face with her 
fists. Her mother followed her from the 
rear with feeble blows. Mrs. Beaudette’s 
sister essayed the part of peacemaker. She 
was trying to shield the man from her mother 
and sister when Crossings Policeman Beals 
arrested the three women and the object of 
their fury and bundled them off to Centra) 
station in the automobile.

Attorney Monroe said he believed 
Mrs. Beaudette was carried away by a hallu- 
cination and did not know the man. Mr. 
Beaudette told another story. 
„ “I will not reveal his name,“ he said last 
night. But he is a man who years ago did 
my wife’s family a deep injury. Mrs. Beau- 
dette haa not seen him for years, but when 
she accidentally ran across him the memory 
of that injury rushed back upon her and she 
could not control herself. 

“My wife has been suffering from over- 
wrought nerves, due to ill health, for weeks. 
Her mother was prostrated when she came 
from Rochester and learned her daughter's 
condition. I am a nervous wreck from car- 
ing for the two sufferers.“ 

From other sources it was learned that Mrs. 
Beaudette before her marriage four years 
ago was employed by the Mrs. Clark Cater- 
ing company in Michigan avenue. She is 23 
years old.

Miss May Van Alen Writes Home That 
She Is Engaged to Zoltan Doeme— 
Remington Tragedy Recalled. 


New York,Aug. 16.—[Special.]—Society will 
be surprised to learn that Miss May Van 
Alen, daughter of James J. Van Alen and 
granddaughter of Mrs. Astor, will, in the 
near future, become the wife of Herr Zoltan 
Doeme of Paris, who is identified here as the 
divorced husband of Mme. Lillian Nordica, 
Miss Van Alen has written home that she 
has accepted Herr Doeme and has asked 
her father to make formal announcement 
of the engagement in New York or Newport. 
In a letter to Mrs, Astor, her grandmother 
she gives the name of her flancé as Zoltan 


Doeme of Paris without any further identifi- 


cation. There is only one Zoltan Doeme 
known to society, the erstwhile husband of 
Nordica, who divorced him three years ago. 

The engagement recalls the Remington 
tragedy, one of the unsolved mysteries of 
Newport. At the height of Miss Van Alen’s 
reign as one of the leading belles of the gsum- 
mer colony her engagement to Robert Red- 
ding Remington was announced in the 
spring of 1902.

TO OBSERVE ANNIVERSARY. 


Tomorrow, Ephphatha Sunday, Marks 
Completion of the Rev. A. W. Mann’s 
Thirty-fifth Year in Wedlock. 


The Rev. Austin W. Mann, founder of the 
Midwestern mission, a branch of the Episco- 
pal church, whose membership consists en- 
tirely of deaf mutes, will celebrate tomorrow 
the thirty-fifth anniversary of his marriage, 
and because of a curious coincidence will be 
assisted in his celebration by Episcopal 
churches in nearly every city in the United 
States. 24 

The Episcopal service for the twelfth Sun- 
day after Trinity contains the biblical story 
of Christ and the deaf man. Since the estab- 
lishment of the church’s ‘ voiceless minis- 
try in 1850 among the graduates of deaf - 
mute schools the day has been devoted par- 
ticularly to the work of the deafmutes and 
has been celebrated under the name of Eph- 
phatha Sunday, the word ephphatha.“ 
which occurs in the biblical account, meaning 
de opened.”

Charles H. Aldrich, who once was solicitor

State Auditor to Intervene in 
the Jennings Bank Matter. 


SAYS HE HAS SOLE RIGHT. 


Officers of Concern Angry, Saying Its 
Finances are Sound. 


Troubles multiplied yesterday for the 
United States Trust company, formerly the 
Jennings Real Estate, Loan and Trust com- 
pany. Following the request for the ap- 


Dellenback and M. J. Reise, representing 
eleven stockholders in the concern, made 
before Juége Carpenter in the Circuit court. 
State Auditor James 8. McCullough stepped 
in and announced that he would file an inter- 
vening petition this morning. 

Mr. McCullough took the ground that the 
state. auditor was the only one who had 
jurisdiction under the new banking law 
passed by the last legislature, and that it 
was his duty to make an examination of 
the trust company if the court so ordered. 
Following this, he said, in the event that 
the capital of the company proved to be im- 
paired, it was the duty of the state auditor 
and no one else to ask for a receiver and 
to take full charge of the liquidation. 


Will Ask an Injunction, | 

The state auditor will also ask in his pet! 
tion to be presented to Judge Carpenter this 
morning that the stockholders be enjoined 
from making any further attempts to get a 
receiver appointed, and that the United 
States Trust company, the Federal National 
bank, which sublets space in the building at 
Dearborn and Monroe streets from the trust 
company, and President C. H. Wilcox of the 
company be enjoined from disposing of any 
of the assets until the court shall pass on the 
question of a receivership. 

Judge Carpenter heard the petition of the 
stockholders in the morning and continued 
the hearing until next Wednesday. Attorney 
H. W. Leman, representing the state auditor, 
then got in communication with Mr. McCul- 
lough at Springfield and the announcement 
of the intervening petition followed. 

The situation is similar in many respects to 
the tangle that grew out of the receivership 
for the Milwaukee Avenue State bank. After 
the stockholders had obtained the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for that institution the 
attorney general of the state stepped in and 
protested that it was his right and duty to 
take care of the winding up of the affairs of 
the bank. The question never was settled in 
the courts. 


Statement by Auditor’s Attorney. 

Attorney Leman took this view of the situa- 
tion: 

“The last examination of the bank was 
made July 10. It showed that the capital 
stock was not impaired and that the bank 
-was in good condition. I have no informa- 
tion that any of the allegations in the bill 
for a receiver presented by the stockholders 
are true. As far as I know the trust com- 
pany is still doing a banking business, as its 
charter calls for. 

„The new banking law states specifically 
that no one shall file a bill for a receiver ex- 
cept in the name of the state auditor, I in- 
sist that that is the right of this office. 

A great deal of injury has been done to 
banking and trust institutions in this city 
by unscrupulous firms of lawyers who step 
in at the head of a few belligerent stockhold- 
ers and ask for a receiver when there is no 
occasion for one. It ig time that this was 
stopped. I do not say that this is a case 
of that kind. I know nothing of the merits 
of this case.’’ 

Attorney Dellenback insisted that the sit- 
uation at the bank called for the immediate 
appointment of a recetver and that the ac- 
tion of the state auditor was uncalled for. 

“The United States Trust company has 
ceased to do a banking busienss,’’ he said. 
„They have refused deposits. They are sim- 
ply winding up the business of Jennings. A 
month ago it was necessary to call on the 
stockholders for $40,000 to make the capital 
stock safe.“ 


Bank Officers Angry. 

At the bank there was a great deal of anger 
manifested by the officials over the action of 
the complaining stockholders. Secretary W. 
L.“ Barnum Jr. said: 

„All the allegations in that bill are false. 
We are still doing a banking business. We 
are taking deposits and have at present about 
$5,500 deposits. We do not owe a cent. The 
$76,000 borrowed soon after the reorganiza- 
tion was paid off two months ago. Thirty- 
seven thousand dollars of the asseasment on 
the stockholders has been paid in. Thta 
shows how the majority of the stockholders 
feel. We have pulled this institution out of 
the mire that Jennings left it in, and we are 
making money for the stockholders right 
along.’’

WEAKENED HOUSE 
CRUSHES TENANTS 


Fry Street Cause Death 
„ of Five Persons. 


BASEMENT WALLS _ OUT. 


for ‘Movers Who Failed 
to Appear. 


Insufficient and rickety supports were found 
yesterday to be the cause of the sudden ool- 
lapse of the two story frame building at 55 
Fry street: which resulted in the death of 
five persons and in the injury of six others 
-who lived in the house. 

The collapse, which occurred during the 
flerce storm which raged early in the morn- 
ing, came without the slightest warning to 
the sleeping occupants of the house. All 
the basement partitions, which had served as 
braces, had n torn out preparatory to 
moving the house to a vacant lot at 39 Fry 
street. . | 
This left the under part of the building ab- 
solutely open with the structure resting only 
on the exposed posts. A hole had been dug 
under the house, and gear one of the sup- 
g’’ posts, for the purpose of taking 
out the water pipes, When the squall began 
to beat upon the exposed house, the weakened 
post nearest the excavation was the first to 
give way under the strain, and it carried the 
other supports with it. 

Two families occupied the house in addi- 
tion to a number of neighborhood youths, 
who used a rear room on the second floor as 
sleeping quarters.

Owner Blames House Mover. 

Mrs. Paulina Warden, 41 Fry street, owner 
of the house, blamed Albert Ozechowski for 
the weakened condition of the structure. 
Ozechowski, who is a house moving contrac- 
tor, had told Mrs. Warden to tear out the 
basement partitions. She said he had agreed 
to move the house a week ago, but has been 
delaying the work from day to day with 
promises. 

“If the housemover had moved the house 
last week as he agreed to do the wreck would 
not have occurred, said Mrs. Warden. 1 
had the basement partitions torn out at his 
request and he promised to move the house 
as soon as it was done. He failed to do it, 
putting it off from day to day.“ 

The district in which the house stood is 
being converted by the west park commis- 
sion into a small park for the benefit of the 
residents of the congested territory sur- 
rounding it. The houses, mostly frame hoy- 
els, are being either moved away or demol- 
ished. 


Neighbors Send In Alarm. 

The crash occurred at 1:30 a. m. and the 
cries of the injured awakened families living 
across the street. Neighbors sent im an 
alarm and soon the police and firemen ar- 
rived and began the work of extricating 
from the débris the dead and injured. 

The Nosel family lived on the first floor in 
front and Mrs. Nosel was found in bed, 
crushed beneath heavy timbers, with her 2 
year old baby dead in her arms. The Kwas- 
niaks lived on the second floor. Annie We- 
ranski, who boarded with the Nosels, was 
alive when pulled out of the ruins, but she 
died on the way to the county hospital. 
Edward Nosel, husband of Mrs. Nosel and 
father of the two Nosel children who were 
killed, was in North Chicago at the time of 
the accident. He is employed in a factory 
there. He was notified of the death of his 
wife and children and arrived at the scene 
late in the afternoon. He was prostrated by 
the news. 


Another Building Falls. 

Later in the day another building col- 
lapsed, resulting in the death of one man 
and the serious injury of another. This 
was a building used in connection with a 
stone crusher owned by the Harlem Building 
Material company at Desplaines avenue and 
the Chicago and Great Western railroad 
tracks. 

The man killed was Charles Jacobs, a 
teamster employed by the company and liv- 
ing in Forest Park. Jacobs was crushed 
under tons of stone and building wreckage- 
Julius Schultz, a teamster, was injured by 
falling timbers. A team of horses driven 
by Jacobs also was killed. Weakened sup- 
ports under the building was the cause of 
the collapse. 


Water Main Bursts. 

The bursting of a three foot water main 
at East Chicago avenue and Kingsbury 
street flooded the district early in the morn- 
ing, driving many families from their homes. 
The iron in the pipe is an inch and a quarter 
thick. It burst with such force that it shat- 
tered windows in the neighborhood and a 
hole twenty feet across was torn in the pave- 
ment. 

The water shot into the air sixty feet, car- 
rying with it masses of brick and stone. 
Every house and basement in the district 
was flooded. Seven horses stabled in the 
rear of 70 Superior street were drowned. 
Five children of Henry Knudson, 51 Su- 
perior street, were rescued from imminent 
peril of drowning hy Policeman James A. 
Casey, who ran to their aid and bore them 
to safety through water almost up to his 
chin. Several persons narrowly escaped 
drowning. 

Guests in the Stockholm hotel, in front 
of which the ®reak in the main occurred, 
rushed to the street. Many persons were 
sheltered at the East Chicago avenue police 
station. 

The water continued to flow from the 
broken main until 9:30 a.m. City Engineer 
Ericson said the pipe was twenty-five years 
old and probably weak at that spot. He 
said the accident probably would have oc- 
curred in any condition of the weather. 


GIRL DID NOT DIE PENNILESS. 


Money Contributed by Passengers to 
Save Miriam Shoyer from Sea

The $220 contributed by passengers on the 
North German Lloyd steamer, Prinzessin 
Irene, to save the body of Miss Miriam Shoy- 
er, a Chicago school teacher, from burial at 
sea, will be refunded to the donors from 
money left by the dead woman.

The notion has grown up in the department 
during previous administrations that once a 
man who in the ordinary walks of life was 
a plain, laoabiding citizeri, got the right 
to wear a policeman’s uniform and display a 
star, he was thereby made a law unto him- 
self and his neighbors, and, if not a king, 
something like it, Such a thing as obeying 
the rules was not generaHy considered. 


Assault After Civil Question. 
Keane's offense was committed on July 11 
when he assaulted and arrested a news- 
paper reporter mamed Frank Carson, who 
had asked him a civil question in the course 
of his work. The fact that Keane had just 
come out of a saloon with a friend may have 
had something to do with the happening. 
The reporter was released by the Municipal 
judge when the case came to trial, but it 
developed that at least two rules of the de- 
partment had been broken in Keane’s pe- 
culfar method of making the arrest. His 
own appearance on the witness stand when 
he testified for himself convinced the civil 
service commissioners he was not a fit man 
to be on the force. The commission found 
him guilty of conduct unbecoming a police- 
man after a three hours’ trial and the chief's 
action followed. 

Other Policemen Are Fined. 
Patrolman Bernard F. Duffy of the stock- 
yards station was fined twenty days’ pay. 
His offense was in the same line with 
Keane’s, but there were mitigating circum- 
stances and his appearance was better.

AMERICAN BOATS ARE BEATEN. 


Race for Emperor William’s Cup to Be 
Fought Out by the German 
Sailors. 


KIEL. Aug. 16.—Wannsee won today’s race of 
the sonderklasse yachts for Emperor William’s 
cup with extraordinary ease. It finished more than 
eight minutes ahead of Wittelsbach and nine min- 
utes and thirteen seconds in front of Spokane I. 
the nearest American competitor, in one of the 
fairest races of the series. 

As the German yachts now have won four 
straight firsts, the American boats under the 
agreement are excluded from further competition 
for the emperor's cup. 

The German yachtsmen appeared to regret much 
more than did the Americans that the visitors did 
not win today. Prince Henry of Prussia at a din- 
ner en by the officers and members of the 
Eastgrn Yacht club tonight spoke as follows: 

“The Americans speak of our victory, but I do 
not like that word. We owe the results of this 
week to what our yachtsemen learned in America 
last year. You gave us your plans, you taught 
us how to make sails, and you Instructed us how 
to sail our boats. Our success is your victory.“ 

The Americane~ regarded this explanation as 
most generous, but as in no sense explaining the 
results. 

Vice Commodore F. Lewis Clarke of the Eastern 
Yacht club was satisfied with the absolute fair- 
ness of the treatment accorded the American con- 
testants. ’ 

The Germans have offered the Americans plans 
of their winning boats and any other data wanted 
as a basis for future competitions, which they 
hope may take place in 1008 or 1908. 

Much good feeling was expressed at the dinner 
given tonight by the Bastern Yacht club. There 
were some sixty guests present, among them many 
of the leading yachtsmen of Germany. In pro- 
po the health of Exnperor William Vice Com- 
modore Clarke alluded to his patronage of yacht- 
ing as the most powerful in Europe. Drinking a 
toast later to the health of Prince Henry, Mr. 
Clarke reforred to the affection with which the 
American people regarded him and called him 
“the distinguished graduate of Harvard univer- 
sity.’ Mr. Sanger then led in giving the Harvard 
yell for Prince Henry.

Lord Herschell, who has just been ap- 
pointed a lord in waiting to King Edward. 
has until now been acting as private secre- 
tary to the lord lieutenant of Ireland, and is 
the son of that Lord Herschel! who died with 
such tragic suddenness at Washington just 
eight years ago while engaged @n a special 
mission from the British government in con- 
nection with the Canadian fisheries prob- 
lem, and whose remains were conveyed back 
to England on board an American man of 
war. The present Lord Herschell, like his 
father before him, has a strong strain of 
Jewish blood in his veins. For the late Lord 
Herschell (no relative of the famous astron- 
omer of that name) was the son of a Hebrew 
refugee from Poland, who was haptized by 
the bishop of London, became a mission- 
ary among his former coreligionists and 
started a chapel of his own just off Edg- 
ware road, in London, where he preached and 
did much good. His son adopted the law for 
a profession, and for the first seven years 
after his being called to the bar met with 
every species of discouragement and disap- 
pointment, being practically briefless. At 
length, however, the leader of the northern 
circuit detected his remarkable legal ability, 
and from that time forth his rise was steady. 
He became lord high chancellor of the realm 
in 1886, being the first member of his race 
on record to hold the office of “ keeper of the 
sovereign’s conscience,’ as the lord high 
chancellor ig officially styled, and his eleva- 
tion to the woolsack constituted the fulfill- 
ment of a prediction made at the time when 
Disraeli first became premier, that it would 
not be long before the chancellorship, the 
highest lay office of the realm. would be held 

by a member of the Hebrew race. 

Lord Herschell, who received a peerage 
on becoming lord chancellor, left a fortune 
of over $1,000,000, acquired entirely by his 
legal practice at the bar before being raised 
to the woolsack. He was a liberal and a 
home ruler in politics, and only once excited 
unfavorable comment—namely, when he ac- 
cepted the grand cross of the bath. He was 
the first lord chancellor in three centuries to 
accept an order of knighthood while in of- 
fice, and by so doing he was regarded as | 
having lowered the lofty dignity and prestige 
of the keeper ef tue greater seal.

Lord Beauchamp, as predicted several 
weeks ago in these letters, has been appointed 
to the office of lord steward, rendered va- 
cant by the death of the late earl of Liver- 
pool, and has been succeeded as captain of 
the corps of gentlemen at arms by Lord 
Denman. The latter is married to the daugh- 
ter of the enormously wealthy contractor, 
Sir Weetman Pearson, who is quite a famil- 
iar figtre in the United States, where he 
has vast interests, and which he visits two 
or three times a year. Lord Denman inher- 
ited his peerage from his grandunele, a 
most eccentric and quarrelsome old man, 
forever disturbing the calm serenity“of the | 
upper house of England's national legisla- 
ture by cantankerous speeches, varied by 
epileptic fits, 

The first Lord Denman, great grandfather 
of the present peer, was the solicitor general 
of Queen Caroline on the occasion of her 
divorce trial in the house of lords, being 
associated in her defense with the great 
Lord Brougham, who was her attorney gen- 
eral. Both of her counsel suffered from the 
prejudice against them which their cham- 
pionship of the misguided but ll used queen 
excited in the breast of her husband. George 
IV., and it was not until after his death 
that they received recognition, Lord 
Brougham being raised to the peerage and 
to the lord chancellorship in 1830, while four 
years later Thomas Denman was appointed 
lord chief justice of England and accorded 
a seat in the house of lords.

This remarkable increase cannot be ac- 

counted for by any diminution of home 

production, the statistics indicating that 
in the important particular of meat there 
bas been no falling off. It cannot be 
‘ascribed to the increase of the population 
within a score of years, although that 
aturally explains some of it. The real 
reason for it evidently is that the stand- 
ard of living has been notably raised dur- 

ins the period described.

BURSTING WATER MAINS. 

The bursting of a thirty-six inch water 
main on the north side, with attendant 
damage to property, is à forcible re- 
minder of the fact that the Chicago water 
plant is wearing out. It needs rehabili- 
tation about as much as the traction sys- 
tems do. But when is the work to be 
takén in hand? : 

Never, if the city has to continue to 
worry along under the present charter. It 
will be unable to get the large sum that 
is needed, except by putting up thegwater 
rates. That would be intensely en 
lar, but the people would have to choose 
between that and a progressive bursting 
of mains. 

Nothing in the way of thorough recon- 
struction can be done. until the charter 
shall have been adopted. In the mean- 
time one may look for the bursting of 
mains which have been weakened by age— 
they are twenty-five years old—or elec- 
trolysis. But it is in the power of water 
bureau officials to do something to lessen 
the destruction of property occasioned by 
these mishaps. The courts have held that 
the city is not responsible for damage 
done and hence the city should do what it 
can to minimize the damage. 

The main on Chicago avenue broke 
early in the morning, but it was not until 
half past 10 that the water was wholly 
shut off. Such delay is unpardonable. 
The city engineer talks about a multi- 
plicity of valves that had to be handled. 
He says he had tried unsuccessfully to 
have telephones put in the houses of the 
foremen, that they might be notified im- 
mediately of a break. There is no conso- 
lation in that for injured property owners. 

There should be no more auch slouchy 
work as there was in connection with the 
breaking of the Fifth avenue main and 
the Chicago avenue one. The voters 
should adopt the charter next month, so 
that the water system may be rejuve- 
nated, and in the meantime the employés 
of the water bureau should be about as 
quick to look after a broken main as sail- 


CARE OF CHAMELEONS. 
[From the St. Nicholas Magasine.] 


Chameleons can be kept alive for years by 
making a frame to fit over a plant in a flow- 
erpot, and covering it with mosquito netting, 
which must be long enough to tie with a 
string about the pot. Keep the pot in the 
sunniest window and water the plant every 
day through the netting. You will be sur- 
prised to see how eagerly the little creatures 
will drink the running water after they get 
over their fear. Set a wire flytrap for flies, 
which you can liberate under the netting. 
The chameleons will not be backward about 
helping themselves. 

In winter they do not require much food, but 
will. relish a meal worm, occasionally, on 
sunny days. Meal worms can sometimes be 
got at the grain stores for the asking or can 
be purchased at the bird stores, or small 
spiders can be found in cracks and cran- 
nies, asleep for the winter; they may be 
frozen stiff if found out of doors, but they 
revive in a warm room. 

Chameleons enjoy a place to sleep in nights 
and winters. Take a piece of red flannel 
four inches wide and eight inches long; roll 
it over a stick as large round as your finger 
and sew it while on the stick so that it will 
not come unwound; then slip off and runa 
wire through it long enough to suspend it 
from one of the branches on the plant. The 
‘Chameleons will crawl into this cozy bed 
and go to sleep.

And what a Se funeral she had! It 
was in Rome and it was an apotheosis.

A royal violet mantle fringed 
with ermine hung over her little body, 
her scepter was in her hand, her crown on 
her head. All the church was in black. The 
altar was as midnight—only the candles 
burned by the hundred, and she who was no 
queen was buried as if she had been queen of 
queens. Yet she had done incalculable harm 
She had been like a vagrant comet. She had 
been a Hedda Gabler with the opportunity of 
& monarch absolute, and of an overwoman 
according to the farmula of Nietzsche. 

But Hedda had to content herself with 
dreaming of that frenzied draft of life 
which Christina quaffed. Christina had each 
moment a new mental vista and as fast as 
possible she followed them. Hedda had 
many of these vistas, but conditions tied 
her. Her enthusiasms degenerated into cyni- 
cism. And eventually she found a bullet that 
served her needs. Nothing, it is to be ob- 
served, is more cynic than a bullet—a negligi- 
ble scrap of lead with power to put out all 
the visions and the consciousness. It is in- 
credible and like many other incredible 
things it is quite true. 

As you see, it is only necessary to mention 
the name of Hedda Gabler to send any one off 
on a tangent. The odd part of it is that 
what you say about her today does not by 
tomorrow appear to be quite true. Like 
tempests or like dream ridden nights of fever 
she does not repeat herself. 


She has many moods, 7 they are all of 


them terrible, and behind all her moods lay 
her abiding principle—her passion for per- 
sorral liberty. Only, being woman, she only 
found new chains. And that, after all, is 
where the pity is. She wanted, like aman, to 
be free. But her femininity betrayed her. 
And, like her creator, like Ibsen, she had 
no God. She did not know any more about 
Christianity than he did. And as for him, 
he really was amazingly ignorant in such re- 
spects. He had not, it would appear, taken 
the trouble to examine into the philosophy 
of the Christian church. He says through 
the mouth of one of his characters: In 
your own name you must come, Julius! Did 
Jesus of Nazareth come as the envoy of an- 
other? Did he not say that he was the one 
who sent himself?“ This is an indication 
of the Cimmerian ignorance in which Ibsen 
walked. It explains why his characters 
seemed to fumble around in life as if it were 
a maze of poison trees forever glooming in 
the appalling twilight of a Norwegikn winter. 
It is what makes him, finally, after all is said, 
one of that group of half artists, such as Bal- 
zac, Gorky, and many others who refuse to 
see the sun because of their interest in the 
phenomenon of the eclipse.

OT to analyze a worthy poem, but to 
inquire into the particular phase of 
hypochondria evinced by its writer, 
do we turn to “SATIRES” (The 
Gorham Press), which is all that its 
name implies and a little more done into 
poetry [whose lines are numbered, fitting it 
for careful study] by Edwin Sauter. 

It is a delicate question whether such 
symptoms owe their origin to indigestion or 
to unrequited love for one of the Muses. 
Perhaps it is only that he has read his own 
satires until [naturally] he has become em- 
bittered. Witness this: 


Ah, wretched authors Well ye prove that text— 
Bold lice! by whom men better far are vexed. 
There's not a crew that bows to Mammon down 
On which tradition can more justly frown; 
There's not a servitude to public breath 

More vile than yours, more abject unto death; 
There's not an art pursued on God's green earth 
That shows of manly merit equal dearth! 

Sink, Letters, Sink! Wirh boastful progress flown, 
For thee the age finds depths before unknown. 

Let us make no disparaging comparisons 
with Pope nor recall Disraeli’s definition of 
a critic, but inquire with open mind into the 
aspects of this wreckage, for which is needed 
the simple outfit of a hammer, a bad diges- 
tion, and a vocabulary not to be aired when 
the children are around. 

By the process of elimination it is discov- 
ered that the people who do not become in 
Satires objects of the writer's virtuous 
indignation and scorn number exactly one. 
The identity of that one will not be divulged, 
but Mr. Sam Lloyd may wish to make it in- 
teresting and worth while with copies of an 
appropriate volume as prizes, 

First come the critics, obsequious ver- 
min;“ then writers of popular literature, 
e scribbling crew! Goths of the press! 
Oblivion’s hosts that daily spew and spit— 
more dangerous in your ignorance than your 
wit!” And the readers of such literature, 
too—* divers thousands sharing one ragged 
thought.“ 

The reckless one is invited to wade into 
this more complete list: 


Ineects of thought and those acatophagous most 
Storyists, editors, criticasters, metrists, 
Sketchers, expungers, and panexegetists, 
Compilers, scholiasts, and rifactmenters, 
Twiddiers, twaddlers, and reforming stentors, 
Exposers, essay‘sts, and—the Lord knows what!

The involun- 
tary reader perhaps will have the wit to see 
that further quest is futile since the objects 
are nailed down so safely in the material at 
hand. For, although Mr. Sauter thinks 
clearly, albeit sourly, and expresses himself 
adequately, there is nothing original or 
constructively worth while, and in the. end 
he has succeeded merely in arousing sun- 
dry suspicions on the part of the discerning. 

Can it be that the green eyed monster 
usurps the place of Melpomene when these

CHANGES EFFECTIVE OCT. 1. 


Proposed General Advance in Mini- 
mum Weights Postponed. 


The minutes of the recent meeting of the 
general committee of the western freight 
Classification were distributed yesterday 
among the traffic officials of the western 
roads. The changes will become effective 
Oct. 1, and will have the effect of advancing 
present rates in a few instances. 

The queation of a general advance in mini- 
mum weights and the cancellation of numer- 
ous commodity tariffs, which would have 
effected a general advance in rates of about 5 
per cent, was postponed until the next meet- 
ing of the committee in January. 

It was intended to make the general Hne 
of weights conform with, the official classifi- 
cation governing shipments east of Chicago, 
but it was found so many interests would be 
affected that it was determined to go slow. 
The minimums of coffee and sugar were the 
only ones advanced, the former from 24,000 to 
$0,000 and the latter from 30,000 to 33,000. 


Mixed Carloads Refused. 

In the east the shippers are allowed to load 
mixed carloads of freight of similar classi- 
fication and get the carload rating. This was 
asked of the western roads, but refused. The 


ing of second class for carloads, minimum 
20,000, ae did also the dealers in rubber boots 
and shoes, but the railroads declined for the 
reason that, no matter what the magnitude 
of the shipment might be, it would be neces- 
sary for the railroads to load the cars, be- 
sides, it would be impossible to get 20,000 
pounds in an ordinary box car.

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SEES SOUNDNESS IN TRADE 


G. M. Reynolds Does Not Share 
in Recent Forebodings. 


QUIET ON LOCAL EXCHANGE. 


Subway Sells Off a Point and Can 
Closes Below High Mark. 


Business conditions I believe to be sub- 


stantially sound,“ said George M. Reynolds, 


president of the Continental National bank, 
yesterday. “‘I cannot share in the feeling 
to the contrary which finds frequent ex- 
pression. I speak from facts as I see them 
in connection with our business. 

“The usual fall money demand is to be 
expected. But our commercial borrowers 
are well provided with funds, just as they 
have been heretofore, and are feeling con- 
tented. We have large maturities between 
now and the middle of November and are 
comfortable over the prospect of being able 
to take care of all legitimate demands 
upon us. 

Country banks have been large buyers 
of commercial paper, but this may as well 
be taken as a favorable fact in the situation. 
They have bought outside paper because of 
a lack of demand from home borrowers. 
Their depositors and customers have been 80 
well able to take care of themselves that the 
surplus funds of the country banks have to 
be employed in outside credits. I know of 
one western bank which, out of something 
over $3,000,000 in loans, has $1,700,000 in 
outside paper. 

Ot the paper maturing this fall I believe 
that country institutions will renew a large 
percentage. The banks are ‘still buying pa- 
per, though not in quite so large a volume as 
in July. Down at the meeting yesterday 
there were at least 160 bankers representing 
Illinois territory, and all that I talked with 
said they were unable to lend money at home 
and were obliged to purchase outside paper. 

“As to the fall market, the conditions 
seem normal to me. The treasury will be 
in a position to lend $50,000,000 or $60,000,000 
to the banks and this will help the situa- 
tion. Unless, therefore, through some unex- 
pected cause, public distrust should be ex- 
cited and money be withdrawn from the 
banks, I can see no occasion for viewing the 
coming autumn as one likely to be out of the 
ordinary.“ 

Bank Statement Forecast. 

Known movements of money for the week 
indicate the New York banks gained $1,500,- 
000 from the subtreasury, but lost to the in- 
terior. So far as these movements are con- 
cerned, the bank statement today promises 
to be colorless in the matter of cash, though 
a great deal of interest attaches to the loan 
and deposit items. 

Bond Issue Authorized. 

The st holders of the Kansas City Rall- 
way and Light company, at a special meet- 
ing held yesterday in Jersey City, ratified the 
proposition of the directors to issue $5,500,000 
five year 6 per cent notes, and authorized the 
creation of @ mortgage securing the same. 

Chemical Company Profits Grow. 

The annual report of the American Agri- 
cultural Chemical company for the fiscal 
year ended June 30 shows 5.28 per cent earned 
on the common stock as compared with 3% 
per cent last year. Thomas A. Doe, treasurer 
of the company, said in the annual report 
that, although the company had for years 
owned extensive phosphate mining proper- 
tles, the growth of the business as well as 
the fact that the valuable phosphate proper- 
ties were being fast taken up, indicated the 
necessity for acquiring additional property, 
and this was done in the fiscal year just 
ended.

Session in New York Is Irregular, 
with Losses at Close.

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—[Special.]—Rumors 
of approaching business failurea, reports 


from other cities indicating relaxation in . 4 


trade, and an authentic report showing a 
poor condition in the cotton crop were the 
causes of the decline in prices and the un- 
easiness felt by traders today. The session 
was irregular and the losses were made in 
the last hour, following aslight recovery dur- 
ing the day. Last prices showed declines of 
one or more points in all the active issues. 

Aside from the encouragement which Wall 
street saw fit to derive from the forthcoming 
public speeches of President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Taft, the day's developments were 
for the most part adverse. 

The feeling of uneasiness was accentuated 
by statements attributed to local bankers, 
who were quoted as expressing the opinion 
that a number of small manufacturing con- 
cerns would ultimately be forced into bank- 
ruptcy because of the increasing scarcity 
of working capital. 

According to the known movements for 
the week, tomorrow's bank statement will 
show but a slight gain in cash, with the loan 
account an unknown quantity, as usual.
